To.epo, Nov. 13.—The Knights of 
Labor Convention this morning 


adopted a resolution to settle the dif 
ficulties between the Knights of Labor 
andthe American Federation of La- 
bor. If this resolution is accepted by 
the Federation it means that over 
600,000 laboring men will be united in 
organized labor associations, assem- 
blies or unions. The proposition em- 
braced in the resolation is as follows: 

First—In the future all Knights of 
Labor workiog at a trade or calling 
shall recognize and respect the work- 
ing cards of all unions of the same 
trade or calling attached to or affiliated 
with the American Federation of La- 
bor or connected with any labor or¥- 
ganizations who are parties to the 
agreement when such anions and their 
members shall in like manner recog: 
nize and respect the working cards of 
such Knights of Labor. 

Second—aAll labels, property of the 
Federation or of anybody attached to 
it, or of any of the labor organizations 
who are parties to the agreement, shall 
be officially recognized dad’ indorsed 
by the Knights of Labor; and all 
Knights of Labor labels sliall be offi- 
cially recognized and indorsed by the 
Federation and other parties to this 
agreement. 

Third—No person who is suspedded 
or expelled as a member of any union 
in affiliation with the Federation or of 
any other body or party to this agree- 
ment, or who is in arrears for dues or 
assesements, or in any other way in- 
debted to such union or organization, 
shall be admitted to membership in 
any assembly of labor without the 
consent of sdch union or organization 
in writing ; and in like manner no per- 
son who. has been expelled or sus- 
pended by the assembly of the Knights 
of Labor who are indebted or in arrears 
for dues or assessments to such assem- 
bly, shall be admitted to membership 
in any union affiliating with the Fed- 
eration or any organizations parties to 
this agreement. 

Four—The provisions here made 
shall be promulgated as soon as prac- 
ticable and go into effect on and after 
January 1, 1892, and be it 

Resolved, That no loreal or \other 
assembly of Knights of Labor shall 
form alliance or affiliation with any 
erganization that shall refuse to enter 
into the agreement as above, with this 
order ; and be it further 

Resolved, That should the Ameri- 
¢an Federation of Labor, at its coming 
annual session, refuse to enter into 
the agreement as outlined above, it 
shall be the duty of the general offi- 
cers of the Knights of Labor to issue 
an address to the workingmen of 
America, setting forth all the facta.

13.—An in-| 
quest was held this morning by Cor-| 
oner Garwood and jary in the case of 
Special Police Officer John Gillen, 
who was shot and killed last Saturday 
afternoon by Chew Sin Cheong, a 
Sacramento highbiader. The maur- 
derer was not present at the inquest, 
nor was he represented by counsel. 
The first witness Called was was Jobn 
Smith, one of the lads who was on 
the malt wagom when the trouble 
began. He testified that when they 
were driving from the San Francisco 
Stock Brewery, the Chinaman was | 
passing on the sidewalk and one of | 
the boys threw &@ handful of grain at 
the Mongolian. The malt didn’t strike 
the intended mark, and the Chinaman 
took off his hat to. ascertain if| 
any of.it had fallen on lilm; the boys 
langhed, and the Chikaman made a} 
motion as if to draw @ revolver. One 
of the boys cried out, “You monkey, 
you haven’t got one.”” The accused 
followed the wagon and when on 
Montgomery avenue he drew a pistol 
from beneath his blouse. He fired at 
the boys on the wagon and the one 
who had tossed the grain alighted and 
ran around the horses. Almost im- 
mediately after the shot was fired, 
officer Gillen appeared, and the bigh- | 
binder fired at him. Gillen pulled 
out his pistol at about the same time 
and discharged it at his assailant,then 
faltered a few steps aud fell. The 
murderer ran up Stockton street. 

Rudolph Ehringer testified that | 
when be heard the report of a pistol 
shot, he hastened to the corner 0 
Green and Stockton streets and nu- | 
ticed a Chinaman running up the 
block with a white man in pursuit. 
The pursuer was Officer Gillen, and 
the latter had a revolver in his hand. 
The fugitive stopped suddenly, turned 
about and fired. Gillen fired at the 
same time and fell to the sidewalk. 
Ebringer was positive in asserting 
that the Chinaman fired the first shot. 
Gillen was about six feet in the rear 
whea the fatal shot was fired. The 
accused then ran up Stockton street, 
followed by another white man, who 
grappled with him and threw him 
down. The Chinaman fired another 
shot and the white man fell, Officer 
Gillen when shot wore bis star and 
it could not be readily seen at a dis- 
tance. A number of other witnesses 
testified to the facts of the shooting. 

The case of Chas Vest, who shot 
his wife in the Brooklyn Hotel Satur- 
day, was called in Police Court No. 3 
this morning, but was continued for 
a week as the prisoner is not yet able 
to appear in court.

San Francisco, Nov. 12.—By the 
arrival of the Gaelic we bave advices 
from Hongkong to October 21st and 
from Yokohama to October 28th. 

All is quiet in the North of China 
at the present, and the authorities are 
displaying considerable zeal in hunt- 
ing down members of the Koloa-hui 
secret society, The Nanking Viceroy 
is said to have advised the Imperial 
Government not to open Hunan.
